BIG TURNOUT BY M-A COMMUNITY AT 
WAR ON POVERTY MEETING 

Over 500 people jammed into the 
County Welfare Auditorium on November 18 
for the meeting of the Economic Opportunity 
Commission (EOC). They gave solid sup¬ 
port to the demands of the Mexican American 
organizations for a bigger voice in the local 
War on Poverty. 

Never in San Jose 1 s history had the 
Mexican American community stood as solid 
as in the show of unity they made at the EOC 
meeting. There was no question but that the 
Mexican American community was now up in 
arms and demanding action. Only through 
the skillful conducting of the meeting by EOC 
Chairman Dr. Stanley Skillicorn was a show¬ 
down avoided. It really wasn't avoided, ra¬ 
ther delayed until the next EOC meeting on 
December 16th. 

The Economic Opportunity Commis¬ 
sion is the governing body of the local War 
on Poverty. The people to be helped by the 
War on Poverty program at the present time 
have only a small voice as there are only 
three representatives of the poor on the 18 
member commission. 

Eight Mexican American organizations 
have had a running fight for the past 3-1/2 
months with the EOC and its Executive Dir¬ 
ector Arthur W. Potts who is about as flex¬ 
ible as a concrete wall. 

The Mexican American organizations 
have demanded that more representation be 
given on the EOC to the poor and to minority 
organizations. They have also demanded 
that a Spanish-speaking Deputy Director (2nd 
in command) be appointed. 

A partial victory was achieved when 
the Regional Office of the War on Poverty 
instructed the EOC to add nine Commission¬ 


ers to the EOC. One Commissioner will be 
seated representing the poor from each of 
the nine areas to be served by the program. 
This came after the M-A organizations had 
filed a list of 10 grievances and demands for 
changes inthelocalWar on Poverty program. 

ORGANIZATIONS PICKET 

While the EOC meeting raged inside 
the County Welfare Building, outside sign- 
carrying pickets walked for five hours. The 
signs said:

one raised their hands except the EOC com¬ 
missioners. 

Major Joe Sarzoza from the Clifford 
Rodriguez American Legion Post 809 slam¬ 
med the EOC for wasting $900 for a manage¬ 
ment consultant report which said that a De¬ 
puty Director was not needed at this time. 
Sarzoza said Potts had already made up his 
mind not to hire a Deputy Director before the 
report was ordered. 

At one point Dr. Stanley Skillicorn 
threatened to adjourn the meeting if the crowd 
would not maintain order. This came after 
Albert Piñón from CSO, taking a shot at 
Potts, shouted from the audience, "Let's 
put policy back in the hands of the Commis¬ 
sion where it belongs, you are the ones who 
have to answer to the community." The 
crowd responded with thunderous applause. 

Dr. Skillicorn, EOC Chairman, de¬ 
layed the showdown when the Commission 
referred the matter of the appointment of a 
Deputy Director to a public hearing on Dec. 
2nd. A request by the M-A organizations for 
five commissioners was referred to a citi¬ 
zens Ad Hoc Committee who will recommend 
a new commission structure. 

EOC MEETS ON DECEMBER 16TH 

The next meeting of the EOC will be 
on Thursday, December 16th at 7:30 PM at 
the County Welfare Building Auditorium. It 
is located at 55 W. Younger Street in San 
Jose, just north of the San Jose City Hall. 

The EOC will again consider the mat¬ 
ter of appointing a Deputy Director and re¬ 
structuring the EOC. 

The M-A organizations will continue 
with the picketing until these issues are 
resolved. 

Onbe again we ask you to come to this 
IMPORTANT MEETING to give support to 
the Mexican American organizations. You 
are also welcome to join the picket line out¬ 
side the auditorium. 

We must continue to show our con¬ 
cern. This can only be accomplished by 
turning out in force at the next EOC meeting 
on December 16th like we did on November 
18th. We will fight for as long as necessary.

"NO MATARAS Y AMARAS A TU PROJIMO 
COMO A TI MISMO" . . . (Exodo 20) 

Ahora los adolescentes ya tienen la 
edad para morir. Mil quinientos jovenes de 
17 años pelean y mueren la guerra de Viet- 
Nam, de la misma manera que mueren los 
soldados vietnamitas por una cause que to- 
davia no se justifica porque hasta la fecha el 
president Johnson ha decidido NO NEGO¬ 
CIAR el asunto diplomáticamente. 

Apenas hace 7 años estos muchachos 
norteamericanos que hoy tiene 17 años juga¬ 
ban a los soldados y bandidos con pistolas y 
tanques que Santa Claus les habia regalado. 
Ahora reclutados como soldados aprenden a 
morir de verdad, bajo el juego cruzado del 
enemigo de una diplomacia que mancilla en 
ambos frentes la palabra de "PAZ".

pueden hacer una guerra brutal. A los 17 
años, el joven americano, no tiene derecho 
a contraer matrimonio sin permiso de papa, 
a votar en las elecciones, a efectuar opera¬ 
ciones comerciales cuando representa una 
important cantidad de dinero. A los 17 años, 
por lo visto, solo tiene derecho a morir en 
un pais lejano. 

Irónicamente, mandan a los mas in¬ 
teligentes, a los mas fuertes y a los mas 
sanos. Por que no mandar también a los de 
12 y 13 años? Después de todo ya saben leer 
y escribir y jalar el gatillo. Tal vez seria 
mejor enviar a esos hombres viejos y ricos, 
ya retirados, pues han vivido y gozado la 
vida mas años y deben mas a la sociedad, 
pues ya no sirven para nada y pueden morir 
por su pais. Aunque la verdad pocos, o nin¬ 
guno, estaria fisicamente competente para 
ser buen soldado. 

Ud. querido lector, posiblemente tenga 
hijos en plena adolescencia. Levante la vista 
de estas letras y mirelos: un poco irres¬ 
ponsables, si ud. quiere; alocados, sin bol¬ 
ear sus zapatos; con poca dedicación a sus 
estudios y con mucha tendencia a caminar 
por la calle de la mano de una muchacha. 
A veces Ud. se impacienta con ellos, cuan¬ 
do los mira jugando fútbol en la calle, per¬ 
diendo el tiempo en dar la vuelta, o hacién¬ 
dole al tonto con el radio transistor. Bailan 
y cantan la música de Los Beatles, que a 
Ud. le parece horrorosa, y tienen la casa 
llena de banderines deportivos.
